GRANITE CITY — After-more 
than seven years on the District 9 
School Board; David Partney an- 
nounced he would not seek another 
term when his current one expires 
in 1989. 

Elected in 1979, Partney spent 
his first four years as a self- 

roclaimed odd-man-out on the 
oard. In 1983, Partney was 
elected board president. 

Since last November’s school 
board election, Partney has once 
again become a minority voice on 
the board. 

Ina letter read to the board Jan. 
20 during executive session, Part- 
ney accused the board of inadver- 
tantly violating the letter of the Il- 
linois Open leetings Act by 
discussing creation of new posi- 
tions in executive session. 

Last week, Partney told the 
Press-Record/Journal he had con- 
tacted Madison County State’s At- 
torney Dick Allen for an opinion. 
Allen has appointed special pro- 
secutor Bruce Locher to the case. 


Partney insists his actions are’ 
not politically motivated and an- 
nounced he planned'not to seek the 
office again, to support his claim: 

Partney told the Board he would’ 
seek the state’s attorney’s opinion 
after voting against accepting 
minutes of the executive session 
on March 25. % 


“‘We have been discussing many 
hiring items that are not allowable 
under the state’s Open Meetings 4 
Act,” Partney said. .

City facing big sewer problems

GRANITE CITY — A large 
sinkhole over a portion of a sewer 
line at the depot has city officials 
worried. 

The sinkhole is over an 84-inch 
sewer line near the entrance to the 
commissary at the Army’s St. 
Louis Area Support Center. If the 
sewer is broken, it could cost the 
city anywhere from $90,000 to have 
it fixed to $9.9 million doilars to 
have it replaced. 

AT ITS MEETING Tuesday- night, 
the City Council approved spen- 
ding $6,000 to have the engineering 
firm of Horner & Shifrin Inc. in- 
spect the sewer line and to recom- 
mend a solution. F; 

The damaged area of the line 


measures 100 feet. However, pro- 
blems could be complicated if the 
3,000’ line must be replaced. 

“‘We know we have a problem 
with 100 feet of it,’” Mayor Von Dee 
Cruse said Thursday. ‘While 
we’re at it we are going to inspect 
the whole thing.” 

SEVERAL METHODS of repair 
were brought before the council by 
7th Ward Alderman Mike 
Modrusic. One method would be a 
six-inch lining of cement reinforc- 
ed by steel inside the pipe. This 
method would cost $90,000. for: the 
100 feet or $2.7 million to do.the en- 
tire 3,000 feet. 

Another way would be to accept 
a proposal from Instruform of 
Missouri to put a plastic lining in 
the sewer. The cost would be

As a former alderman, I in- 
cessantly raised questions and 
complaints concerning what I 
perceived to be lackadaisical city 
inspection procedures.

Opportunities. for employment 
and job creation in Illinois are 
more dependent upon interna- 
tional markets, Lt. Gov. George 
H. Ryan told economic 
developers, educators and in- 
duStrialists at a small business 
development seminar recently at 
SIUE.

Local volunteers are visiting 
|.each United Way member agency 
during March and April to assess 
the programs and services funded 
with monies raised by the-United 
Way campaign. 

“United Way volunteers believe 
that they have a community 
responsibility to ensure that the 
funds raised in the annual cam- 
paign are wisely, honestly and ef- 
ficiently spent.

These improvements included 
the introduction of specialty menu 
items such as the bacon- 
cheeseburgers, meal-sized salads 
and breakfast sandwiches on 
croissants. Decor enhancements 
included wool carpeting, brass 
rails, bentwood chairs, plants and 
stained glass. 

“Research shows that our 
customers very much appreciate 
the substantive menu and decor 
changes we’ve made,”’ said Victor 
B. Elkind, vice president of adver- 
tising and promotion at Food- 
maker Inc., the San Diego-based 
operator of Jack in the Box 
restaurants. 

“As a result, we will retain these 
improvements — we will remaina 
contemporary fast-service 
restaurant offering quality food 
which caters to a more adult taste. 

“But the research also showed 
that customers still think of us by 
the Jack in the Box name,” Elkind 
added. ‘‘For that reason, we’re 
readopting the name — but not the 
clown. We found that it’s not what 
you’re called that’s important — 
it’s what you are.”’

Belleville Area College faculty 
member Bernie, Kolo had such 
bright eighth-graders in his 
5 cial computer programming 

lass that they would finish the 
EEoblems by the time he had them 
written on the board. 

The 71 students in three special 
classes at BAC were part of the 
1985 Midwest Talent Search spon- 
sored by agencies of the Mlinois 
State Board of Education. 

“Included were Richard Groves 
of Cahokia, Michael Harper of 
Madison, and from Granite City 
were Bradley Massey, Catherine 
Senderling and Carlie Smith. 

Students were selected because 
they scored 95 percent or better in 
math and English on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT). 
They might also gain admission to 
the college courses by being in 
their school gifted program. 

“The students could enroll in 
Rhetoric and, Composition I, In- 
termediate Algebra or Computer 
Programming in BASIC. Students 
received college credit. All 


courses were concluded this 
month. 

‘“‘These students were 
fascinating,” Kolo said. ;‘‘They 
tended to absorb information at a 
faster pace than the adult students 
I teach. They got so fast, some of 
them would have the problems 
finished by the time I wrote them 
on the board.” 

BAC math instructor Carol Poos 
said the students in her class were 
very bright. 

Poos said several students took 
her class on Wednesday nights and 
then would go to another class for 
three hours on Saturdays. 

“When you think of them going 
to school all day and then coming 
in the evening and weekends for 
more school, you have to really 
admire these students,’’ she said. 

English instructor Margaret 
Starr, said the eighth-grade 
students worked on the same level 
as her regular college freshman 
class and did even more writing 
than that class. 

Starr said she was especially 


impressed with the writing of one 
of her students, Pam Olroyd of 
Belleville. 

“Pam is a fantastic writer,”’ 
Starr said. ‘‘She really handled the 
class on a collegiate level. Her 
writing maturity is reflected in 
her essay content.”’ 

Olroyd showed how serious she 
is about writing when she wrote an 
essay. about the most important 
words ever said to her. 

“T wrote about what a teacher 
said to me about a composition I « 
wrote for a spelling assignment,” 
Olroyd said. ‘‘She told me she was 
really impressed with my story. 
So, first she read it over for enjoy- 
ment and then she read it to grade 
it.” 

Olroyd participated in the state- 
wide Young Authors’ program in 
1985 and 1986, after winning the 
contest at Wolf Branch. 

Olroyd will be going to France in 
June as part of the gifted students’ 
program sponsored by MacMur- 
ray College in Jacksonville, Ill.

School district 
reorganization 


plan outlined 


Gov. James R. Thompson said 
March 19 he is approving Senate 
Bill 242 which outlines the process 
by which regions will deal with 
§chool district reorganization. 

“My action.on this legislation 
should put to rest the fear, confu- 
sion and misunderstandings about 
mandatory school consolidation 
that threatened to stand in the way 
of reasoned community discussion 
about the future of elementary and 
secondary education in the local 
school districts of this state,"’ the 
governor said. 

The school reform package sign- 
ed last summer did not mandate 
consolidation against the wishes of 
local school districts, teachers, 
parents and students, but many 
people thought it did, the governor 
said. This fear of forced consolida- 
tion was getting in the way of an 
important element of school 
reform, a process of self- 
examination by each school 
district in the state, a process of 
looking at itself and having local 
people decide how best to serve 
the educational needs of their 
students, he said. 

The Legislature has now made 
clear what was meant last June, 
he said, that there is to be.no forc- 
ed consolidation in Illinois. The 
Legislature rejected an attempt 
by some to sneak forced consolida- 
tion through the back door by re- 
quiring every secondary school 
district in this state to offer 
courses which meet the minimum 
entrance requirements of the 
State Board of Higher Education, 
Thompson said. 

“This seemingly innocent pro- 
posal sprung on the people of Il- 
linois with no warning just a few 
weeks ago + would have given the 
Board of Higher Education, an 
unelected body, the absolute 
authority to impose any re- 
quirements at any time on any 
school district in the state,’’ he 
said.
